Official quarters wed 
little alarm at a Russian note charg- 
ing that Finnish troops had killed 
four Soviet soldiers and wounded 
nine in an artillery barrave on 
Karelian isthmus, and demanding 
that the Finns withdraw 12 to 15 
miles from the Russian border

Edmonton's exhibition association is 
winding up the year with a satisfactory 
surplus of $9,650, thanks mainly to a pro- 
fit of $32,703 on the midsummer fair, 
supplemented by a profit of $4,000 on the 
fall race meet. The fall, spring and poul- 
try shows resulted in a loss of $2,500, by 
no means excessive, since these annual 
events are staged with a view to encour- 
aging production rather than to obtain 
revenue. 

As twenty-five years ago, the Associa- 
tion faces the question of whether the 
summer fair should be suspended or car- 
ried on during wartime. As then, the de- 
cision is to carry on, though next year’s 
outlay will be held down in view of war 
conditions and money demands. With this 
decision there will be general agreement. 
The primary object of holding the exhibi- 
tion is to promote the interests of agricul- 
ture, never more important than at pre- 
sent and in need of all the encouragement 
it can be given. And the general holiday 
provided by the midsummer event will be 
even more welcome because war-time is 
necessarily a time of anxiety and strain. 


Not Too Badly 


Premier Hepburn says he found some 
people in the United States who were in- 
clined to laugh at Canada’s war effort. 
Apparently because they thought it is not 
big enough or we are not making enough 
noise about it. How many of these critics 
he found the Premier does not say, pre- 
sumably two or more. 

In any case Canadians have no cause 
to feel embarrassed. We know we are 
doing our bit to beat Hitlerism in Europe 
so we and our good neighbors won't after 
a while have to fight it in this continent. 
If a few of them think we ought to do 
more— well, we will as time passes and we 
get going. We didn’t do too badly last 
time, and this war threatens to last as long 
and take as much staying power. At least 
“We are there”; and intend to stay. 

And, judged by the standards of pro- 
gress which the British and French au- 
thorities approve, we are not really doing 
badly this time. Just to illustrate. If the 
United States were engaged in this war, 
and on same scale, it would be spending 
in ways we are now spending the neat sum 


of $3,500,000,000 on its war effort this 
year. Nobody could laugh at that.

They all know equally well that to 
protest to Berlin against the policy of in- 
discriminate destruction and slaughter 
which made this Allied ruling necessary 
would be a waste of time. Herr Hitler 
would tell them to keep their ships off the 
seas if they don’t want them to run into 
his drifting and magnetic mines. 

When a gang of gun-men have to be 
rounded up in a community, it isn’t to 
them the jittery citizens make their plea. 
They appeal to the police to please be care- 
ful where they shoot. They know the 
police will listen and the others won't. 

Holland and Belgium, the hardest hit 
neutrals, have the added consideration 
that if they didn’t protest the Allied action 
Berlin would construe that as a cause of 
offence, perhaps as an excuse to launch 
its poised armies across their borders. 
Those who have the misfortune to live 
next door to the Nazis have to think fast 
and far ahead. 

Japan supplies a touch of humor to the 
situation by threatening to take “meas- 
ures” should the stoppage of German ex- 
ports seriously interfere with its business 
—the business in China, it may be as- 
sumed. The announcement is perhaps in- 
tended to draw attention from the curious 
fact that Tokyo has not yet said anything 
to Herr Hitler for drift-mining the 12,500 
ton Terukuni Maru. 

Il Duce, with three heavy Italian 
freighters sunk by the outlaw mines, ap- 
parently has not urged that the Allies do 
nothing to stop that sort of business.

One North Sea trawler gathered in 15 
floating mines at a single sweep, while 200 
of them were washed up on the Yorkshire 
coast in about five days and nights. The 
evidence is pretty plain that the Nazi fac- 
tories were busy turning out these con- 
trivances in excess numbers long before 
the war began, and that the plan to use 
them illegally dates from away back.

The new science of hydroponics, whereby 
flowers and vegetables are grown at rapid speed

Nothing that is made 
the subject of a government monopoly can sell 
as cheaply as by private competition. People who 
urge the creation of monopolies on the ground 
that economies will result to the public talk with 
their tongues in their cheeks.

Good Business 

Out of its total appropriation, the provincial 
bureau of information, under Major Gordon 
Smith, allocates $80,000 to tourist travel. Adver- 
tising throughout the continent, literature 
distribution, and a score of other ways are 
employed. 

In return British Columbia gets $30,000,000 
a year jn tourist spending from outside Canada. 
It brings in 800,000 visitors a year. United States 
automobile tourists contribute $250,000 a year to 
the provincial treasury in gasoline taxes alone. 
This is only a fraction of the taxes they con- 
tribute. But if even that $250,000 could be 
plowed back into the tourist business it would 
speedily justify itself, for every dollar spent for 
publicity brings back a hundred or more dollars 
in return. 

Many tourist factors are in our favor for the 
coming year. Europe’s war curtails: American 
sea travel. The American dollar is at a premium 
of 10 per cent and that, while a burden in 
financial dealings, is a blessing in the tourist 
business, for every dollar the visitor brings here 
is worth $1.10 when he spends it.—Vancouver 
Sun 


Soviet Strategy 


I¢ Russia should ask Britain to intervene 
on its behalf in the dispute with Finland, now 
that negotiations have been broken off, it will 
be seen by most of the world as another effort 
to have London do a Munich at the expense of 


the little northern country. The Moscow re- 
quest would assuredly be that Britain bring 
pressure on Finland to acquiesce in Russian 
demands. 

Moscow can bring a lot of pressure on 
Britain, of course. And it can offer tempting 
inducements. It can cut down on supplies to 
Germany or it can increase them. It can even 
threaten to go into a full military alliance with 
Hitler and, perhaps, do that very thing. In 
short, Moscow’s position is such that it can 
tighten the thumbscrews on either side. 

As a matter of fact, Moscow already blames 
Allied intervention for Finland's strong stand 
and for the attitude towards Russia of the 
Seandinavian countries. And Moscow will 
represent any request to London as one to cease 
that intervention. 

This situation arising out of the Finnish- 
Russian dispute may develop into a major 
part of the conflict, leading to Soviet military 
co-operation with Hitler. As a matter of fact, 
there are indications that such a move is being 
considered at Moscow — Saskatoon Star- 
Phoenix. 


Emphasizing the Issue 


Duties that face the service clubs during the 
war were stressed in blunt words by M. A. 
MacPherson in an address before a Regina or- 
ganization. These bodies, it was contended, 
have always been strong in their support of 
democracy and, to avoid any suggestion of 
hypocrisy, Mr. MacPherson said, must do all 
in their power to rouse Canadians to assume 
their just burdens in the present war. 

Mr. MacPherson was critical of clergymen 
who could not see their way clear to a whole- 
hearted support of the war. He saw this war 
as “being fought between the avowed God- 
fearing states and the acknowledged godless 
states,” and could not understand the hesita- 
tion of some clergymen in supporting the 
Allied cause. The Archbishop of Canterbury 
spoke along the same line recently, although 
he admitted he would “respect the conscience” 
of those Christians who thought the “use of 
countervailing force was against the mind of 
Christ.” 

Mr. MacPherson’s speech stressed the fact 
that Canada is at war, that nothing can be 
allowed to interfere with or retard our deter- 
mination to win, and that we must all set mind 
and heart and hand to the task. 

This war needs its sustaining influences. It 
needs emphasis on the salient issues at stake. 
It needs reminder of the ey picture that 
would confront the world in tne event of defeat 
for the Allies.—Regina Leader-Post.

‘Georgia Congress Mem- 
| bers Favor Levy To Add 
To U.S. Defence 


WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Nov, 27, 
—President Roosevelt received 
from members of Georgia's dele- 
gation in congress Saturday a fav- 
orable report on advisability of 
imposing a special tax to pay 
mounting costs of arming the na- 
tion for defence, 

He asserted at a press conference 
Friday that conditions in Europe 
undoubtedly would mean $500,000,- 

000 must be added te expenditures 
for United States defence iu. the 
year beginning July 1, 1940. 


FAVOR DEFENCE TAX 

With these expenditures g 
| well past $2.000,000,000 mark, the 
President said it would be well for 
the people to ponder this question 
whether the emergency program 
should be financed through borrow- 

ing or be put on a pay-as-you-go 
basis and financed by some new 
| form of tax. 

Both Representatives Carl Vin- 
son and E, E. Cox told newsmen 
they were favorably impressed 
with the idea of a defence tax, 

Vinson, chairman of the influen- 
tial house naval committee, said 
he believed the entire Georgia 
delegation felt the same way. 

At Washington, however, the 
President's talk of a special na- 
tional defence tax was described by 
Representative Treadway (Rep.,, 
Massachusetts), as “camouflage for 
further extravagances.’ 

The Massachusetts representative, 
senior minority member the 
house Ways and Means Committee 
‘which originates tax legislation, told 
reporters the only way the budget 
could be balanced was by reducing 
expenditures.
